Chicago, October 30 — Wage 
earners of the nation, facing p ay 
reductions commanded by the 
“social security ” laws, will lose 
$278 ,000,000 in additional income 
taxes to the federal government 
in 1937, but in some states, like 
Indiana, even sharp er wage cuts 
have been ordered to p ay addi­ 
tional states’ taxes, the Rep ubli­ 
can National Committee said to­ 
day . 
In Indiana, in addition to p ay ­ 
ing the one p er cent wage re­ 
duction ordered by the New Deal 
p arty , emp loy es earning $3,000 
a y ear or less will have to p ay an 
additional nine-tenths of one 
p er cent into the state fund. 
Those earning more than $3,000 
— once called economic roy al­ 
ists— do not have to p ay the 
taxes 
on 
income 
over 
that 
amount. This is $1.50 a month 
in wage reductions on $2,000 a 
y ear in wages. 
Indiana working p eop le will 
suffer these wage reductions un­ 
til 1938 when wages will be again 
reduced. After March 31, 1939, a 
further reduction has been or­ 
dered in the taxes on p ay en­ 
velop es, but the amcsunt has not 
y et been definitely set. Accord­ 
ing to p lans of the Indiana New 
Dteal p arty those group s of em­ 
p loy ees where unemp loy ment is 
heaviest will be taxed more than 
other group s. 
Meanwhile, emp loy ers of In­ 
diana must p ay 1.8 p er cent in 
p ay roll taxes beginning Jan­ 
uary 1, 1937, and this increases 
to 2.7 p er cent by 1938. After 
March 31, 1939, additional In­ 
creases have been ordered, but 
their amounts have not y et been 
established. 
Thus the combined tax on p ay ­ 
rolls for both emp loy ers and em­ 
p loy ees will be 2.7 p er cent be­ 
ginning with the New Year and 
increasing to 3.7 p er cent in 1938 
in Indiana alone. 
Because of the 3 p er cent tax 
the working man will p ay even­ 
tually to the government, unless 
the law is drastically changed, 
p lus 1 p er cent to the state, the 
Indiana emp loy ed man in those 
group s coming under the social 
security act has been ordered to 
take a 4 p er cent cut in wages. 
To the disadvantage of the 
working man the government 
has ordered his emp loy er to p ay 
a federal excise tax on the work­ 
ing man’s p ay amounting to six 
p er cent — three p er cent for old 
age p ension funds and three p er 
cent for unemp loy ment aid. The

Aboard Gov. Landon’s Train En 
Route to St. Louis, Oct. 30 W — 
Gov. Alf M. Landon sp ed home­ 
ward today , resting his bid for 
New York State’s 47 electoral 
votes on “the basic p rincip les of 
my p olitical creed” and a “chal­ 
lenge” to President Roosevelt to 
“tell us where y ou stand” on 
NRA, AAA, executive p owers and 
unemp loy ment. 
“There can be no confidence 
while this administration re­ 
mains in p ower,” the Kansas 
executive declared, reasserting 
his belief in “the American sy s­ 
tem of free enterp rise.” 
The 
Rep ublican 
nominee, 
sp eaking last night in New 
York’s Madison Square Garden, 
noted that President Roosevelt 
closes his camp aign there tomor­ 
row night. The Garden’s 18,500 
seats were filled and officials 
there 
estimated 
1,500 
were 
standing. 
The crowd, shouting and wav­ 
ing flags, heard the Kansas close 
his eastern camp aign—climatic 
objective of a 20,000 mile sp eak­ 
ing tour—with a frequently re­ 
iterated declaration that “no one 
can be sure” of the administra­ 
tion’s future p olicies on agricul­ 
ture, industry and relief and of 
what the p resident p rop oses “to 
restore confidence.” 
He addressed this interroga­ 
tion to the p resident: 
“Does he favor reviving the 
p rincip les of the national recov­ 
ery act? Or does he favor the 
American sy stem of free initia­ 
tive? 
“Does he favor reviving the 
p rincip les of the agricultural ad­ 
justment act?

tive,” Landon said :

A Statement o f Facts Su bmitted by Wm. Allen White o n the 
Scho o l Situ atio n in Kansas 
Qu ite apart fro m po litics, the peo ple o f Kansas feel that they 
are being u nju stly maligned by the Demo cratic Natio nal Co mmit­ 
tee, which is sending o u t sto ries to the effect that fo u r hu ndred 
scho o l ho u ses in Kansas were clo sed and that eight tho u sand stu ­ 
dents were witho u t scho o ling. That is o ne o f the cases where the 
facts do n’t tell the tru th. It is tru e that many scho o lho u ses hav e 
been clo sed no t becau se o f financial difficu lties, bu t becau se o f 
co nso lidatio n. Co nso lidatio n has been cau sed by two things: first, 
go o d ro ads, which make it po ssible to transpo rt children easily o v er 
lo nger distances than fo rmerly , and seco nd, in the western end o f 
the state in what is kno wn as the du st bo wl the po pu latio n has 
mo v ed o u t. So that while many scho o lho u ses hav e been abando ned, 
v irtu ally no children are denied scho o l priv ileges. The o fficial rec­ 
o rd sho ws that in the 19 35-36 scho o l y ear o nly three o u t o f the 
8,6 07 scho o ls in the state o f Kansas were clo sed becau se o f finan­ 
cial difficu lties. These three scho o ls had a to tal enro llment o f nine 
pu pils. These nine pu pils hav e been re-enro lled in o ther scho o ls 
and giv en bu s transpo rtatio n. 
There are reco rds where Kansas teachers hav e been emplo y ed 
and paid wages fo r a fu ll term o f scho o l o u t in Western Kansas in 
the du st bo wl where no t a single pu pil was enro lled du ring the en­ 
tire y ear. Du ring the Lando n administratio n, he backed the pass­ 
age o f the Rees co -o perativ e scho o l law which equ ips w ak districts 
to co -o perate in the edu catio n o f children. In this co o peratio n 
where scho o lho u ses are abando ned and children are cared fo r o u t­ 
side the district, will be fo u nd mo st o f the ago ny which is squ eez­ 
ing tears o u t o f the Demo crats abo u t Kansas scho o ls. The scho o l­ 
ho u ses are clo sed, o f co u rse. Bu t the children are cav ed fo r. 
Kansas mo st pro perly has a right to be pro u d o f her scho o ls. And 
Go v erno r Lando n has helped o u r co mmo n scno o ls m o u than the 
av erage go v erno r. The best piece o f state scho o l legislatio n in re­ 
cent y ears is the Lando n cash basis law. It requ ires bo ards o f edu ­ 
catio n to sto p issu ing time warrants. Befo re that law was passed 
many , a co nsiderable nu mber, so metimes a majo rity , o f the‘ Kan­ 
sas bo ards o f edu catio n were issu ing time warrants to meet pay ­ 
ro lls. The scho o l bo ard in a pro spero u s western Kansas city which 
was bo o ming ten y ears ago , issu ed cash warrants o nly abo u t fo u r 
mo nths in the y ear. When tax es were distribu ted after the’ Ju ne 
perio d, these warrants wo u ld be taken u p and cash warrants issu ed 
du ring Ju ly . Au gu st, and September. Then the scho o ls wo u ld go 
back to time warrant basis. When the tax es were distribu ted ¿n 
Janu ary after the December tax perio d, the warrants again wo u ld 
be taken u p and cash warrants issu ed fo r a mo nth o r two , when the 
scho o ls wo u ld again be o n the time warrant basis. These time war­ 
rants drew 6 per cent interest. The bankers liked them. Bu t the 
cash basis law has destro y ed that so ft snap fo r the bankers. And 
no w, when a tax pay er pay s a do llar in Kansas scho o l tax es, it all 
go es fo r scho o ls. Whereas, befo re Lando n’s cash basis law came at 
least 4 per cent o f ev ery tax do llar went to pay interest o n time 
warrants. 
Mo reo v er, the Lando n pro v isio ns, which pu t teeth in the Kansas 
bu dget law, requ ired a definite edu catio nal bu dget su bmitted to 
the peo ple befo re the tax es were lev ied by scho o l bo ards. Under 
the bu dget law, high-pressu red salesmen can’t co me alo ng after 
the bu dget is'ado pted and o u t-talk scho o l bo ards and principals 
to bu y frills and gadgets. The bo ard mu st stay inside df its bu dget, 
again demo nstrating the fact that Kansas scho o l tax es go fo r 
Kansas scho o ls. 
Certainly Kansas giv es no state aid fo r co mmo n scho o ls. That 
has been a Kansas po licy since Kansas came into stateho o d in 
1879 . Go v erno rs hav e tried time and again to get state aid. All 
Lando n co u ld get to help the co mmo n scho o ls was the cash basis 
law and the bu dget law with teeth. — Bu t ev en tho u gh we do no t 
giv e state aid to scho o ls and ev en tho u gh we are the 48 th state in 
state scho o l aid, nev ertheless in Kansas, a ru ral state, the statistics 
sho w that mo re farmer bo y s and girls are attending high scho o l 
than in any o ther American state. Mo reo v er, censu s bu reau fig­ 
u res sho w that Kansas has mo re co llege gradu ates in pro po rtio n 
to her po pu latio n than any o ther American state. If any thing 
serio u sly was wro ng with the Kansas scho o ls, these two distinc­ 
tio ns wo u ld no t co me to Kansas. Yo u can’t hav e the highest per­ 
centage o f bo y s and girls in high scho o l and the highest percentage 
o f co llege gradu ates in a po pu latio n co mpo sed o f 85 per cent o f 
Americans with American-bo rn parents u nless y o u hav e go o d 
scho o ls fo r ev ery bo dy . 
As fo r Go v erno r Lando n’s attitu de, here it is in a nu tshell: 
In a special message to the legislatu re in 19 35, he said: 
“So far as po ssible the present legislatu re sho u ld enact su ch 
legislatio n as will make certain the co ntinu ance o f a free and 
adequ ate pu blic scho o l sy stem fo r the state. The scho o ls o f Kan­ 
sas mu st and will be maintained, fo r o u r pu blic scho o l sy stem is 
the fo u ndatio n o f the State and Natio n.”
